Naor won’t take leave before 
trial by disciplinary board

Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor has 
no intention of stepping down from 
his position, pending die outcome 
of proceedings against him in a Civil 
Service Disciplinary Court for al- 
legedly leaking confidential govern- 
ment information to a journalist. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
announced yesterday that the State 
Attorney's office had been in- 
structed to charge Naor with 
behaviour unbecoming a civil ser- 
vant or behaviour likely to bring the 
service into disrepute, under the 
State Service (Discipline) Law, 
1963. 

Zamir's decision follows an in- 
vestigation into complaints made 
against Naor by carlo on ist- 
journalist- Ra'anan Lurie, who al- 
leged that the cabinet secretary had 
divulged the contents of a confiden- 
tial Foreign Ministry telegram to 
him in order to pave the way for 
Naor*s future employment in the 
West German newspaper Die Welt. 

Naor is also alleged to have in- 
tervened on Lurie's behalf m his 
capacity as cabinet secretary in a 
civil dispute between Lurie and the 
newspaper. . . 

The telegram referred to a con- 
fidential conversation between the. 


former U.S. president Jimmy Carter 
and Wesr German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, who was asked to 
pressure Israel for concessions over 
the autonomy issue. Carter com- 
plained that he was hampered by his 
need for the Jewish vole in the U.S. 

Naor said yesterday that he saw 
no reason to take a leave of absence 
as long as he enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the prime minister and of 
the cabinet as a whole. He added 
that he fully expected to be acquit- 
ted by -the disciplinary court, and if 
not, to be punished with no more 
than a reprimand — the usual 
penally for offences under this sec- 
tion of the law. 

Legal sources said yesterday that 
the prosecution could in fact ask for 
more severe penalties, such as 
Naor's permanent or temporary 
suspension from the service, reduc- 
tion in grade or transfer to another 
post 

Lurie, who lives in Europe, told 
Israel Radio yesterday that he 
would be coming to Israel to testify 
in the proceedings. “This man has 
got both himself and the stale into 
trouble and for that he should pay,” 
he said. 

Proceedings before the three- 
man court are expected to begin 
within two months. 


U.S. hopes end of embargo 
will ease other discussions

WASHINGTON. - Administra- 
tion officials are hoping that with 
the suspension of jet deliveries to 
Israel lifted, other issues can be dis- 
cussed “in depth" when Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin arrives 
here for talks with U.S. President 
Ronald JReagan next month. Had 
the suspension remained in ‘effect, 
U.S. officials said yesterday, Begin 
would have “wasted” too much 
time simply focusing on that one is- 
sue. The administration wants to 
discuss several other crucial matters 
with the prime minister, especially 
the fragile cease-fire along the 


Israeli-Leb&nese frontier and 
resumption of' the Palestinian 
autonomy negotiations. 

According th the officials, 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig are taking very 
seriously Begin's personal as- 
surance that Israel in the future will 
carefully weigh U.S. interests in the 
Middle East before undertaking 
military actions outside Israel's 
borders. 

The assurance, offered to visiting 
State Department counselor Robert 
McFariane last month in Jerusalem, 
was a very important factor in con- 
vincing the president to lift the

$2 gap may foil OPEC price accord 


GENEVA (AP). — A two-dollar dif- 
ference threatened yesterday to 
thwart efforts at reaching a unified 
price among OPEC members, who 
are to meet' today in a special 
minislerial-leve] conference. 

Saudi Arabia, most powerful state 
in the 13-nation organization of 
petroleum exporting countries, in- 
sisted yesterday that it will raise its 
price to no more than 534 a barrel in 
an effort to secure cartel-wide price 
unity. 

However, Venezuela, OPEC's 
largest non-Arab producer, 
reiterated vows to accept no base 
price lower than the $36 a barrel the 
country presently charges. 

Despite appearances of an 
emerging impasse between a base at 


534 or 536, a traditional price 
hardliner Libya's Oil Secretary Ab- 
dussalam Mohammed Zagaar, told 
newsmen that private, day-long 
bargaining among 10 OPEC 
ministers yesterday revealed that 
“everyone's flexible.” 

“There is progress," Zagaar said, 
though he declined to provide 
specific details. 

Saudi Oil Minister Sheik Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani — who has argued 
that unified prices are vital to 
OPECs future bargaining position 
— said that he would only agree to 
boost Saudi oil quotes by 52 from 
$32 a barrel as part of a com- 
promise, and if OPECs base price 
was then frozen.

Bethlehem mayor 
is briefed on 
new Sharon policy

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij 
yesterday met with the military 
commander of Judea and Samaria, 
Tat-Aluf Binyamin Ben-Eliezer, in 
the first meeting between a military 
government official and a local 
Palestinian leader since Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon announced 
his “liberalizing'' policy for the ter- 
ritories. 

Freij said last night that he was 
“satisfied” by the meeting, during 
which he and Ben-Eliezer discussed 
“municipal and other matters 
relating to the welfare of the people 
on the West Bank and in Gaza.” 

He did not disclose details of the 
meeting. 

Reliable sources said last night, 
however, that the mayor had discus- 
sed Sharon's proposals for easing 
the atmosphere in the West Bank 
and heard details of what the 
defence minister proposed for the 
area. 

Since these are reportedly 
designed to serve Israel's concep- 
tion of “full autonomy" as agreed at 
Camp David, the mayor was said to 
feel they have little chance of suc- 
cess. 

Sources in the Defence Ministry 
[-said last week that -Sharon would be 
meeting local Arab leaders during 
this week. Nevertheless, there is 
scepticism in the West Bank that he 
would meet with anyone there prior 
to his visit to Egypt this coming 
Monday. 


Ethnic issue wracks Labour 

Knesset rises 
after bitter 
faction fights

The, two main parliamentary 
factions, the Likud and Align- 
ment, were in convulsions 
yesterday, the final day of the 
new Knesset’s summer term. 

The ferment in the Likud had 
more or less subsided by evening, 
enabling the house to approve the 
makeup of its committees, as 
worked out with much toil and 
acrimony over the past six weeks. 
But the ferment in the Alignment 
was still raging, presaging further in- 
ternal dissension ahead. 

Part of the trouble in both parlies 
reflected ideological clashes, part 
reflected personal frustration, and 
part reflected tugs-of-war between 
constituent elements. 

Perhaps the most emotional 
agitation of all was the complaint 
among Labour MKs of North 
African origin that they had been 
denied their fair share of seats in in- 
fluential committees. 

Inside the Likud, the tension 
centred on the chairmanship of the 
all-powerful House Committee, 
which is sometimes called “the 
Knesset's Knesset,” because key 
procedural issues which can make 
or break a coalition are decided 
there. 

The Liberal wing of the Likud 
faction demanded this chair- 
manship on the grounds that Liberal 
Yitzhak Berman held it at the end of 
the Ninth Knesset. Bui it made the 
mistake of proposing a young and 
first-time member, Eli Kill as, for the 
job. The nomination provoked 
amazement, inside the Likud as well 
as out. 

When Knesset Speaker 
Menahera Savidor heard the can- 
didate was Kulas, a 35-year-old 
lawyer, he asked fellow-Liberals: 
“Are you all crazy? The Liberal 
wing doesn't have a more serious 
candidate than Kulas?” 

The Herut wing of the Likud 


decided that the best way to keep 
control of Knesset work and coali- 
tion supremacy was to hold on to 
the House Committee chair- 
manship. So it presented the Liberal 
wing with an ultimatum. 

Housing Minister David Levy 
told a group of Liberal MKs at a sm- 
all gathering that Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin insisted on. a 
Herut chairman in the House Com- 
mittee. Levy suggested that the 
Liberal wing of the Likud name 
Kulas as chairman of the Law 
Committee instead, and accept as 
compensation an extra seat on the 
Finance Committee. 

Kulas' s fellow Liberal, Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim. was appal- 
led at the idea of working together 
with a raw parliamentarian like 
Kulas in the post which is linked 
closest to the Justice Ministry. But 
Nissim was overruled, and the 
Liberals told Herut that it could 
have the House Committee. 

The spotlight then moved over to 
the Herat wing of the Likud, which 
had to pick its candidate to chair 
the House Committee. Ronnie Milo 
stood against Eitan Livni, but was 
defeated by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Herut sources refused to dis-

Immigration-emigration figures 
for 1969-1979 show a . net loss of 
126,464 Israelis, , according to a 
study prepared recently . by. the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs. , - 

A total of 384,064 immigrants or. 
potential immigrants arrived- daring 
the period, but 510,528 of them and 
other Israelis lefL iays the report, 
prepared by Yitzhak Bennaji of- the. 
mmisiryV. data - unit. Emigration 
peaked in 1974, he found, the year 
after the Yom Kippur War.

The figures show the country’s . 
Jewish population slipping from 
85.6 -per cent of the^lolal 12 years 
ago to 83.9 per cent by 1979.

differs widely between Jewish and 
non-Jewjsh Israelis, both groups ap- 
pear bent on leaving the country's 
rural areas and heading for towns 
and cities. In 1969, urban centres 
were home for 89.7 per cent of 
Israeli Jews and 43 per cent of the 
non-Jews. Ten years later, the 
figures were 90.4 per cent and 67.8 
per cenL- respectively. 

This move to the larger popula- 
tion centres probably explains why 
the rate of museum visits — a pop- 
ular cultural indicator among 
statisticians — soared between 
those two pole years: from 1,857 per 
1,000 population in 1969 to 3,364 
per 1.000 10 years later. These 
statistics, Tor people 15 years and 
older, cover aH Israelis regardlessof 
religion. 

On the minus side of things, 
Berman's survey showed that 
hospital admissions rose in those 10 
years from 134.7 per 1,000 Israelis 
to 158.8. Since hospital construction 
and. expansion did not keep pace 
with, this trend, the beds-per- 
ihousand figure sank from 7.8 per 
1,000 in i969. to 6.8 per 1,000 in

Berman notes a significant 
divergence in Jewish and non-

Among non-Jewish Israelis, it was a 
steady 7.6 per 1,000 all the way 
through. 

When it came to untying the 
nuptual knots, the same statistical 
spirit prevailed. The Jewish divorce 
per 1,000 population figure kept 
steady at 0.9 from 1969 through 
1974. Then It zoomed up to 1.2 in 
the following five years. Among 
• non-Jews - , the divorce rate 
remained firm within the 0.4-IO-0.6 
range. 

While the median age of 
bridegrooms held at 25 or 
thereabouts throughout the 10-year 
period surveyed, the age of Jewish 
women donning the bridal gown 
rose between 1969 and 1979 — from 
21 K to 22 ft . There are no figures for 
non-Jewish brides and grooms.

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‘Renewal’ spending may be cut

Deputy Housing Minister Moshe 
Katzav. who is in charge of Project 
Renewal, yesterday proposed 
abolishing the 50*50 partnership 
between Israel and the Diaspora 
communities as a means of culling 
the government’s contribution to 
the slum rehabilitation project. 

Katzav told 77i£» Jerusalem Post 
that he wants to replace the present 
system of dollar-for-doliar matching 
funds, because of the state's 
economic difficulties. He proposes 
making the government's contribu- 
tion to the project a fixed propor- 
tion of its total annual budget. 

In response to Katzav 's 
proposals. Yehiel Admoni, the 
Jewish Agency's head of Project 
Renewal, said" last night: "It will 
cause us difficulties in achieving our 
objectives. The funding capacity- of 
the communities abroad is not un- 
limited. But it is a question that will 
have to be discussed.” 

''I cannot demand that the Jewish 


Agency accept a change in our 
agreement with them, but I will try 
to persuade them. I hope the 
measure will be a temporary one 
until the economic situation 
improves." Katzav said. 

He does not think that the reform 
would remove an important incen- 
tive for the Diaspora communities 
nor chat Jews overseas would 
become disheartened and cut their 
contributions. “The incentive they 


have is the picture of removing the 1 
slums of Israel/’ he said. 

When Project Renewal was set up 
by Prime Minister Menachcm 
Begin in 1977, the agreement was 
that the United Jewish Appeal 
would seek to raise $400 million in 
the U.S.. Keren Hayesod would 
raise S200m. elsewhere in the world 
while the government would 
provide matching funds of 5600m. 

Katzav added that he intends to 
change some of the twinning ar- 
rangements between the Jewish 
communities abroad and the im- 
poverished neighbourhoods here. 
"There is often no connection 
between the financial capability of 
the Diaspora community and the 
needs of their neighbourfiood," he 
said. 

He pointed to the example of 
Anglo-Jewry, whose -resources, he 
said, outstripped the needs of 
Ashkelon. British Jews are capable 
of adopting an additional poor 
neighbourhood, he said. On the 
other hand, Connecticut, which aids 
the relatively large development 
town of Afula, could share its 
burden with another Jewish com- 
munity abroad. 

The deputy minister proposes 
ending the duplication in the ap- 
proval of renovation schemes and 
social activities by abolishing the 
decision-making rights of both the 
neighbourhood steering committees 
and the inter-ministerial projects 
team headed by Prof. Dan 
Shimshoni. 


He said all plans and budgets 
should be approved once — by the 
local authority In a committee com- 
prising officials from the govern- 
ment. authority and neighbourhood 
committee.

He also proposes streamlining the 
bureaucracy by appointing a single 
Project Renewal head in each 
neighbourhood. The criteria for in- 
cluding neighbourhoods within the 
scheme would also be aitered and 
priority would be given to 
neighbourhoods in the development 
areas of the Negev and Galilee. 

He suggests introducing a “points 
system" analogous to the one used 
to grant government housing aid on 
the individual level. Points would be 
awarded to each neighbourhood ac- 
cording to various indicators of 
poverty and distress, and a points 
threshold established for accep- 
tance into Project Renewal. 


Katzav added that, after all the 
inter-ministerial and Jewish Agency 
squabbles over the last four years, 
“my main aim over the next few 
weeks is to improve the atmosphere 
between the various bodies in- 
volved." 

He and Housing ’Minister David

Knesset approves committees as term ends

set off a minor row.

minutes before the scheduled open- 
ing. The delay was caused by a deci- 
sion of the Likud faction to have a 
secret ballot on each, name 
nominated to serve on a committee 


and by a battle between the Likud's 
Herut and Liberal factions and 
within Herut itself over the chair- 
manship of the house and the law 
committees. 

After Savidor apologized, 
Mordechai Ben-Porat (Telem) in- 
terrupted to call him to task for not 
having been more forceful in in- 
sisting that the session start on time. 
By delaying the opening, Ben-Porat 
said, a dangerous precedent had 
been set. “The Knesset is not a 
branch of the Likud or the 
Alignment," Ben-Porat declared. 

He and several others who inter- 
rupted the speaker were mollified 
when Savidor read into the record 
his (Savidor’s) statement expressing 
the hope that nobody would regard 
yesterday's delayed opening a 
precedent.

So a coin was 
tossed, and Zaigerman won, giving 
him the privilege of serving a year in 
the committee, to be followed by 
Goldstein the next year. Goldstein 
is one of the more hawkish Liberals. 

The Alignment faction met under 
a heavy cloud to decide on its com- 
mittee appointments. Four Labour 
MKs boycotted the faction meeting 
in protest against attacks upon their 
United Kibbutz Movement made 
on Monday at a gathering of the 
Yahdav wing of the party, led by 
EEahu Speiser. 

The four kibbutzniks summoned 
their two movement secretaries to 
Jerusalem and issued a statement 
calling Speiser’s attacks “unbridled 
and irresponsible." They warned 
that they reflected "the disintegra- 
tion of the party into personal and 
clique wars." 

The statement called Yahdav's 
style “vicious and violent, inspired 
by factionalism and leading to an 
erosion of internal corqradeship." it

Academics protest attacks 
on City of David digs

In a fresh attempt to intimidate 
the archeologists working in the 
City of David excavations, dozens 
of ultra-orthodox zealots yesterday 
morning tried to break through 
police lines and stop the work at the 
various sites. 

Police prevented violence against 
the diggers and "dispersed the 
zealots, who did not have a licence 
to demonstrate, without making any 
arrests. 


“This assault was directed not 
against work in the disputed Area G 
— where excavation was suspended 
a fortnight ago — but against all the 
excavations in the City of David,” 
said excavation director Dr. Yigal 
Shilo of the Hebrew University. 

The dig in Area G was. suspended 
following a violent attack on the 
archeologists by zealots, who main- 
tained that it is desecrating a 
centuries-old Jewish cemetary. 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren has since repeatedly expres- 
sed support for the zealots' stand. 


But Israel's academic community 
and archeologists yesterday 
mobilized their forces to try to ob- 
tain a reversal of the suspension. At 
6 p.m. about 100 lecturers and 
archeologists, mostly from the 
Hebrew University, -led by. FUL 
president Avraham Hannan and 
rector • Rafael Mechoulatti, 
demonstrated outside the Knesset 
to protest against the zealots' as- 
sault on the City of David dig. 

Prof. Mechoulam posed for 
photographers holding a poster that 
read “A Dow the archeologists to un- 
cover the glories of Jerusalem.” 

In a novel show of cooperation 
between the HU administration and 
the university's Student Union, a 
small handful of students, led by un- 
ion chairman Yisrael Katz, arrived 


at the scene with posters supporting 
the archeologists 1 struggle. 

Earlier yesterday the presidents 
and rectors of all Israefs univer- 
sities, including the rctigiotts Bar- 
Uan Ufflverstity, met in Jerusalem 
to formulate a protest against the 
suspension of work in Area G and 
condemned the ultra-orthodox as- 
sault on the excavations. 

The rectors and presidents then 
submitted their protest to Knesset 
Speaker Menahem • Savidor, who 
was reportedly sympathetic to their 
plea that “the rule of law should be 
upheld.” 

Members of the Israel Explora- 
tion Society's emergency commit- 
tee, set up to coordinate the 
archeologists' reaction to the ultra- 
orthodox campaign, are scheduled 
to meet Prime Minister Meaachem 
Begin tomorrow afternoon to ask 
him to intervene in lifting the 
suspension. 

At yesterday's session of the 
World Congress of Jewish Studies, 
devoted to archeology in Jerusalem. 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kolleksaid 
that “perhaps the ultra-orthodox at- 
tack (on the archeologists) is for the 
good. It will help awaken the public 
to the gradual erosion (of majority 
rights) fay the zealots.”

Iraqi vice-premier due in 
France for nuclear talks

PARIS. — Iraqi Vice Premier Tarek 
Aziz arrives here today for talks 
with President Francois Mitterrand 
on French-lraqi cooperation in the 
reconstruction of the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor destroyed by Israel in June. 

Aziz 'will see Mitterrand shortly 
after the weekly cabinet meeting, 
which reportedly will discuss Overall 
French nuclear policy. Aziz will 
also meet Prime Minister Pierre 
Mauroy, Foreign Minister Qaude 
Cheysson and senior political and 
economic officials of the new 
Socialist administration. 

France has already announced its 
intention “to respect all previous 
commitments" and expressed 
readiness to continue “peaceful 
nuclear cooperation” with Iraq. 
However, the French have 
repeatedly emphasized in recent 


monitts that they would “double, 
triple and quadruple” safety 
guarantees to eliminate possible 
military use of the Iraqi nuclear 
facilities. 

There were no details available 
about those new safety precautions, 
but at least two French ministries. 
Cooperation and Scientific Affairs, 
have recently conducted a thorough 
study of multiple aspects of 
“peaceful" nuclear cooperation 
with Third World countries. The 
cabinet may today discuss some 
conclusions of that research. 

French officials yesterday tried to 
keep the French-Iraq negotiations 
on a low-profile. Previously, the 
French tried to divert .the. open 
public debate on thp. issue into a 
more discreet study ' by experts. 
Taziz’s, visit, however, will probably 
find the Mitterrand ^ministration 
taking the new promised “coherent 
position” on the issue.

HAIFA-' _-r Tdicc shut down 
matrimonial agency here yesterday 
and arrested its __ 30-year-old 
manager on suspicion -of fraud. 
Police alleged that the agency in- 
troduced young, single women to 
married men posing as bachelors 
and caihed some of the women’s 
promissory note* before they were 
due.. ■ . 

About a year ago, female clients 
of the agency began complaining to 
police that the agency demanded 
exhorbitant registration fees — 
amounting to several thousand 
shekels — and also additional fees 
of several thousand shekels 
deposited as promksoxy- notes. 

The women also complained, said 
police spokesman Dov Lutzky, that 
the “bachelors” they were matched 
with seduced them with false 
promises of marriage. They also 
claimed that some of the promissory 
notes were never returned. 

An investigating . team of the 
Haifa fraud squad, working mostly 
undercover, allegedly found that 
the agency cashed the notes before 
they' were due and in several in- 
stances forged clients* signatures on 
other notes.

Revolt brewing in Labour camp

TEL AVIV. — A spokesman for 
former prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin yesterday rejected Labour 
Party Chairman Shimon Peres* as- 
sertion on Monday that the party 
leadership unequivocally belongs to 
him. 

“AH options are now open for 
Rabin and be may seek the Labour 
Party leadership once more,” the 
source told The Jerusalem Post. 

The Rabin camp is encouraging - 
MK Eliahu Speiser to defy Peres by 
pursuing thfe post of party secretary- 
general without waiting for Peres* 
approval The battle for the party’s 
second most powerful position will 
probably be decided by the end of 
the month, and insiders say that a 
failure by Peres to keep incumbent 
Haim Bar-Lev as secretary-general 
will imperil Peres' own standing. 

In his statements on Monday, 
Peres seemed to withdraw' his 
declaration of last week, when he 
told the party Political Bureau that 
his “mandate is here on the table 
and-! anyone.- who wants it may. have

.'Rabin .immediately interpreted 
this as' “an' invitation to all party 
members who consider themselves 
suitable, to make a bid for the 
leadership of the party.*’ 

On Monday Peres apparently 
tried to avert a challenge fay stating 
forcefully that he considers himself 
the duly elected party leader and 
wifi fight fiercely to retain his posi- 
tion. 


But Rabin supporters said yester- 
day that they considered “the Peres 
utterances which really count" to 
be those declaring that the mandate 
for party leadership was open. From 
that point on, they said, the contest 
was joined, and Peres cannot recon- 
sider now and decide to return to 
the status quo ante. 

The Rabin camp, meanwhile, is 
putting considerable pressure on 
Labour strongman Eliahu Speiser to 
campaign for the secretary- 
generalship without waiting for sup- 
port from Peres. 

■ A Speiser victory, which at this 
point appears highly likely, would 
be interpreted as a vote of no- 
confidence in Peres. And since 
Speiser would owe nothing to Peres 
politically, he could conceivably be 
a powerful ally for Rabin should 
Rabin decide to make an earnest 
bid for the party leadership. 

Speiser initially formed his 
Yahdav group as the party's most 
powerful pro-Peres base during the 
last Rabin-Peres showdown. But 
since that time, relations between 
Speiser and Peres have cooled, and 
Speiser appears to be gradually 
.mov^gtowards tt -growing coopera- 
tion ;witij Rabin and , his supporters 
from the Labour urban sector. 

Before the elections, Peres 
promised to support Speiser' s can- 
didacy in the race for party 
secretary, but at that time he 
believed that Labour would return 
to power and that the present 
secretary-general, Haim Bar-Lev, 
would be promoted to a senior 
cabinet position. 


Scouts in army to found 7 settlements 


Jerusalem Post Reporter • 
TEL AVIV. — Graduates of the 
Israel Scouts Movement will set up 
seven new settlements this year on 
the Golan Heights, in Galiee and in 
the Negev, as part of their military 
service. Amos Gershuni,- coor- 
dinator of the Israel Scouts Move- 
ment, said yesterday that 16 gorinim 
(settlement nuclei) will serve in old 
and new kibbutzim, in development 
towns and poor neighbourhoods. 

In addition to these groups, the 
scouts also have “Reim” groups, 
high school graduates whose army 
service has been deferred for a year 
so they can live and work in 
development towns. Another 


related scouts programme is Shelef 
(Seniors in Development Towns) 
whose high school seniors live in 
communes in development towns 
and do volunteer work while com- 
pleting their own education. 

Gershuni said that 30,000 scouts 
participated in the movement’s 
summer programmes, including 
camps, work on kibbutzim, 
leadership training and a Sea Scouts 
camp whose most advanced partici- 
pants visited Egypt. 

“Unfortunately, -they couldn't 
meet Egyptian scouts because if 
they did, the Egyptians would have 
been thrown out of the Arab Scout 
Federation," Gershuni said. 


LONDON “TIMES’ REPORT DENIED • 

Dakar not sunk by enemy, Erel. states

HAIFA. — The Navy OC at the 
time of the sinking of the Dakar has 
flatly dismissed 'a newspaper report 
that the Israeli submarine was sunk 
by - enemy action. 

“I have no doubt that the Dakar 
sank because of technical mishaps 
and not hostile action," Abf (res.) 
Shlomo Erel told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

He had been asked to Comment 
on a report in The Times of London 
on Monday that the Dhkar, winch 
disappeared on January S, 1968, was 
sunk by a “new type of torpedo" 
fired by an Egyptian warship. 

Erel said his opinion was based on 
the .exhaustive searches and in- 
vestigations made after the sub- 
marine sank. 

- The Dakar, with a crew of 69 men 
on board, disappeared somewhere 
in the eastern Mediterranean en 
route to Haifa from Britain, where 
she had been purchased by the 
Israel Navy. Despite extensive 
.searches, ho signs of her 
whereabouts were discovered, and 
several weeks later .she was official-, 
ly declared "missing.” A year lateh- 
one of 'ihe submarine's emergency 
buoys was washed ashore near 
Khan Yunis in the Gaza Strip. 

- A naval expert who asked to re- 
main anonymous told The Post that 
he too “completely discounted" The 
Times story. “We know for sure that 
no enemy* action was involved in the 
sinking. It would .be absolutely im- 
possible to keep such an action 
secret for. 15 years,, and I have no 


doubt that Israel has received con- 
vincing information from friendly 
intelligence services that rules our 
the possibility of enemy action,” he 
said. 

Furthermore, he stressed, the fact ' 
that no wreckage of any kind was 
discovered during the very exten- 
sive searches is additional evidence 
against the enemy-action theory. 
He noted that Israel’s search for the 
Dakar at the time was much more 
extensive than those launched by 
the French and U.S. navies, which 
also lost submarines by disap- 
pearance at about the same time. 

The Dakar had been making her 
way underwater to Haifa, surfacing 
-at 12-hour intervals to report her 
position to naval headquarters in 
Haifa. 

Her last report was made when 
she was southeast of Crete. The fol- 
lowing 12-hour interval, before the 
navy had cause to suspect that 
anything was wrong, “allowed for a 
very large area of deep water, -where 
she may have sunk,” the expert 
said Furthermore, the Dakar was 
two day s ahead of her scheduled ar- 
rival in Haifa “and thus had a lot of 
spare time, so that she did not have 
to follow the shortest course, which 
.increases the size of the area in- 
which she might have sunk.” This 
made it virtually impossible to find 
her, other than “by a fluke," he said. 

The expert noted that hundreds 
of wrecks of ships sunk throughout 
history lie in the area in Which the 
Dakar may have sunk. This makes 


magnetic detection almost impossi- 
ble. 

He said that at about the same 
time, the U.S. Navy's nuclear sub- 
marine Scorpion was lost off Nor- 
folk, Virginia, while she was in cons- 
tant touch with an accompanying 
destroyer. Despite the fact that the 
sub's approximate position was 
known, it had taken a massive effort 
by the U.S. Navy to locate and 
photograph her, in relatively shal- 
low water. 

The expert said it would be “a 
mistake" to renew the search for 
the Dakar, which had in any case 
been “much more intensive than 
customary.” 

He believed that the chances of 
finding the wreck are “extremely 
small” while the investment on the 
search would be huge. 

After the peace treaty with Egypt 
was signed, Israel received permis- 
sion to search in Egyptian waters. 

The expert noted that the Egyp- 
tians' allowing the search in their 
waters was evidence that they had 
nothing to hide. 

Recently. Premier Menachem 
Begin tried, unsuccessfully, to enlist 
the aid of Lord SiefT in Britain to 
raise donations to renew the search. 
But the expert feels that despite the 
understandable pressure from the 
families of the missing men, "k 
would be best to refrain from 
further searches, which are unlikely 
to succeed, but will raise false hopes 
and give rise to fantasies that are 
better left unfuelled." 


Now Peres* circles want Bar-Lev 
to remain in the party's No. 2 post, 
both because he is no threat to 
Peres and because it would reflect 
stability in party leadership. 

Sources close to Speiser told The 
Post yesterday that Rabin's circles 
would certainly want Speiser to 
fight his battle without Peres, and 
thus appear to be rebelling against 
him. 

Speiser is presently reluctant to 
do so, but sources close to him say 
that he will not wait long. 

If Peres does not fulfil his promise 
to hold elections for secretary- 
general soon, Speiser will take mat- 
ters into his own hands after giving 
the chairman about 10 days. At the 
end of that time, Speiser will begin 
collecting signatures of Central 
Committee ■ members to convene 
that forum and declare elections. 
He needs the signatures of 10 per 
cent of the members, but nis 
Yahdav group alone accounts for 
some 14 per cent of the committee. 
He is also supported by the Moshav 
Movement, many of the Sephardi 
party members and other groups. 

Sources dose to Speiser maintain 
thaj.-Peyres!,ovm troops arerieserting. 
him and that he is like a “man walk- 
ings rn die hot midday sun with 10 
kilos of butler on his head, while he 
is totally oblivious to what is about 
to happen.” They say Peres cannot 
afford to desert Speiser. 

The sources report a recent Peres 
attempt to delay a decision until 
Bar-Lev recovers from his riding ac- 
cident Yahdav, however, rejected 
this, saying that if “Bar-Lev is on 
crutches, the party need not be so.”

HAIFA. — The seamen's unions' 
strike against the unloading cf coal 
from the freighter Irene continued 
for the second day yesterday. The 
ship has been lying at anchor oft 
Hadera with 62,000 tons of coal 
from -Australia for the new electric 
power station since last Wednesday, 
and unloading was to have started 
on Monday following the arrival of 
the unloading ship MOd. 

Marine Officers Union secretary 
Captain Yeshayahu G roman said 
last night that no negotiations on 
the dispute took place yesterday. 
“No approach was made to us. and 
we shall wait to hear from the com- 
pany "he said. 

The union is demanding from 
Trans-oil, Inc., a “prolonged sea- 
time bonus” for crews sailing the 
company's ships from Australia to 
Hadera. The shipping companies’ 
association objects to setting such a 
precedent and is willing to grant 
only a special bonus for the present 
trip, because the men will have been 


on board for up to 80 days until the 
ship is unloaded. 

The two unions yesterday also 
decided to demand that some 20 
Filipino seamen who are manning 
the unloading barges be replaced by 
Israeli workers. The barges are 
operated by the Merico shipping 
company of Haifa for the Ogen 
Company, which has the concession 
for the unloading until the off-shore 
pier is completed. 

Meanwhile the Miki, fitted with 
special cranes to unload the coal off 
shore, is running in the system ty 
discharging the 12,000 tons of 
British coal it brought in its own 
holds. 

Environmentalists, meanwhile, 
are concerned that the off-shore un- 
loading into barges will result in pol- 
lution, because some of the coal 
falls into the sea in the process. 
Prevailing currents are likely to take 
this residue to the beaches of Haifa 
and Nahariya. Although special 
precautions are being taken, it ap- 
pears impossible to completely pre- 
vent any coal from falling into the 
sea.

Exiled Iranian leftist leader vows 
to topple ‘bloodthirsty regime’ 


BEIRUT (AP). — Iranian firing 
squads executed 25 more foes of 
Axatolla'n Khomeini's regime, and 
more than 160 more prospects for 
the executioners were rounded up 
in the provinces, the official Iranian 
media reported. 

In Paris, an exiled leftist leader 
vowed to topple the "blood thirsty” 
Teheran regime. Twenty-three of 
those executed were members of 
the "central committee" of Mu* 
jahedecn Khalq, Iran’s largest leftist 
underground movement. Teheran 
Radio said Monday night. They 
vrere condemned to death for "wag- 
ing war against God and God's 
prophet.” 

Two other persons convicted of 
setting an explosion at an official's, 
house were executed on Sunday 
night in Larestan. the government 
radio said. 

This brought to at least 422 the 
number of persons executed since 
the Moslem fundamentalists of the 
Islamic Republican Party- 
engineered the ouster of President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr on June 21. 

In Paris yesterday Massoud Ra- 
javi. exiled leader of the Mujahe- 


deen Khalq. said that Iran’s largest 
underground group sought to oust 
Khomeini’s "bloodthirsty regime” 
but not topple the Islamic republic. 

Rajuvi. reached by telephone in a 
Paris suburb where he is staying 
with Bani-Sadr. said: “Our Islam, 
contrary to the false claims of 
Khomeini’s Islam, will be a 
democratic Islam, progressive, 
which would seek social and 

economic advance.” 

In the 30-minute interview with 
the Associated Press Rajavi, 37. 
who along with Bani-Sadr has 
formed a "Resistance Coy ncil.” 
said: “Khomeini and his men, in 
reality criminals, are the ones who 
hand nine-year-old girls, bunches of 
them, over to the firing squads, in a 
minute w-ithout even asking for 
identity papers.". 

Rajavi’s Mujahideen Khalq (Peo- 
ple's Warriors) were formed 17 
years ago in the days of the laic 
shah’s rule and initially received 
training from Yasser Arafat's 
mainline Fatah groups. Mujahe- 
deen Khalq played a key role in the 
revolution that toppled Shah 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi's regime. 


but refused offers to ally itself with 
Khomeini's clergy-dominaled 
government, Rajavi said. 

Khomeini yesterday said that no 
one could stage a coup in Iran and 
described opponents of his regime 
as “dying flies.” 

The 8 I -year-old bearded 
patriarch challenged ousted presi- 
dent Bani-Sadr and other Iranian 
exiles in France to “come ahead" 
for a showdown with the regime and 
called on his 36 million compatriots 
to “beware of America.” 

Khomeini spoke to Islamic 
Revolutionary Guard commanders 
from all over the country who came 
to visit him at his headquarters in 
Teheran. His 50-minute recorded 
speech was. broadcast by the state- 
run Teheran Radio and monitored 
in Beirut. 

Teheran Radio also said that anti- 
government assassins shot to death 
Mohadd Bagher Aosseinpoor- 
Shaker in the northern city of 
Tabriz yesterday morning. The vic- 
tim was described as an activist of 
the fundamentalist Hezbollah 
(Party of God) who had lost an arm 
in the war with Iraq. 


U.& completing 
transfer of frozen 
assets to Iran 

WASHINGTON (AP). — The US, 
was to transfer more than 52b. in 
formerly frozen Iranian assets to 
Iran and a joint U.S.-lran claims 
tribunal yesterday, all but wrapping 
up US. obligations under the deal 
that freed the American hostages, 
U.S. Treasury officials said on Mon- 
day. . 

Of the assets. Sib. will go to the 
tribunal, which is to decide 
hundreds of U.S. companies' claims 
against Iran. The rest of the money, 
about SI. 05b., will go directly to the 
Iranian government.- 

The assets were frozen in U.S. 
banks by former president Jimmy 
Carter in November 1979 after 53 
Americans were taken hostage in 
Teheran. One hostage was released 
last year because of illness and the 
others were given their freedom as 
Carter was leaving office last 
January 20. 

Treasury officials said on Mon- 
day that the claims tribunal’s 51b. 
escrow account will be held in the 
Settlement Bank of the 
Netherlands. The tribunal includes 
three members named by the U.S., 
three named by Iran and three 
neutral members. 


Soviets ask Geneva parley to ban N-bomb 


GENEVA. — The Soviet Union 
yesterday urged that the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference begin im- 
mediate work on a treaty outlawing 
neutron weapons. 

The Soviet chief delegate, Victor 
Issraelyan. said the 40-nation com- 
mittee on disarmament “cannot 
stay aside from this issue” following 
the US. decision to begin produc- 
tion of such weapons. - 

"The U.S. administration’s deci- 
sion creates in many respects a new 
situation in approaching the 
problem of the limitation of the 
arms race and disarmament,” Is- 
sraciyan said. 

“It can in no way serve as an ap- 
propriate overture to the negotia- 
tions bn nuclear armaments in 
Europe. For the U.S. to believe that 
it will thus be able to strengthen its 
position at the envisaged Soviet- 


Commimal riots in 
Sri Lanka quelled 

COLOMBO (Reuter). — Sri Lanka 
was calm yesterday after the 
declaration of a state of emergency 
to quell communal violence, but 
some people were reported to be 
collecting weapons, a government 
spokesman said. 

He did not give details but said 
there were reports that certain ele- 
ments who wanted to plunge the 
country into chaos were collecting 
arms. 

The emergency was imposed, 
throughout the island on Monday to 
quell violence between the 
Sinhalese, who form the Buddhist 
majority of the population, and the 
Hindu Tamils.

Egon Bahr. the disarmament ex- 
pert of the West German Social 
Democratic Party, has said he 
believes the Soviet Union has tested 
neutron warheads and can 
manufacture them if it wants to. 

He said when he visited Moscow 
in June with a disarmament com- 
mission headed by former Swedish 
premier Olof Palme, the Soviets 
produced a paper that indicated 
they had tested the neutron 
weapon. 


BELGRADE (AP). — A former 
militia member and six other ethnic 
Albanians were sentenced yester- 
day to prison terms ranging from 
seven to 15 years for organizing last 
spring's bloody riots in the southern 
Yugoslav province of Kosovo, Tan- 
jug news agency reported. 

The district court in the provin- 
cial capital of Pristina said Bajram 
Gasi,' a 22-year-old former 
militiaman, was the leader of a five- 
man committee which had 
organized riots in the town of 
Glogovac, and sentenced him to 15 
years in jail. 

It was the highest sentence given 
so far to ethnic Albanians since the 


In Washington, a former deputy 
director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency says President Ronald 
Reagan made a mistake in authoriz- 
ing production of the neutron 
weapon, contending that the arma- 
ment would cause almost, as much 
damage to the target area' as stan- 
dard nuclear weapons. 

Dr. Herbert Scoville outlined his 
views in a report in which he also ' 
claimed that use of the neutron 
weapon would enhance the pos- 
sibility of all-out war because, he 
said, the Soviet Union would be less 
inhibited about utilizing its own 
nuclear arsenal in response. 

Scoville’s report was prepared foq. 
the Centre for Defence Informa- 
tion. a private research organization 
which has opposed many U.S. 
defence programmes.

No burial at sea 
for 7,000 goats 

CATANIA, Sicily, (Reuter). — 
Sicilian authorities yesterday 
ordered the owner of a Panamanian 
ship to bury 7,000 dead goats in- 
stead of dumping them in the 
Mediterranean. 

The goats, part of a cargo of 10,- 
000 being shipped from Bulgaria to 
Libya, died due to a fault in the 
ship's ventilation system, port 
authorities in Catania said. 

Port officials said the captain of 
the cargo ship had wanted to dump 
them in the sea, but under Italian 
law dead animals must be buried on 
land, under quick-lime. The 
shipowner was ordered to pay for 
the burial. 

The surviving 3,000 goats had 
been transferred to another ship 
which was continuing its voyage to 
Tripoli, the officials added. 

Soviets warn of 
underwater blasts 

TOKYO (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union, announcing it is to conduct 
underwater explosions, has es- 
tablished eight danger zones in in- 
ternational waters — in the 
northern Pacific, the Okhotsk Sea, 
and the Bering Sea — for .20 days 
from yesterday, Japanese officials, 
said. 

J span's Maritime Safety Agency 
said that according to Soviet 
navigational warnings monitored in 
Tokyo, one of the zones, about 1375 
kilometres southeast of central 
Japan’s Boso peninsula, was for un- 
dersea explosions.

in S. Africa for treason 


PRETORIA. — A white judge con- 
victed three black men of high 
treason yesterday for guerrilla at- 
tacks on a vital synthetic o3 refinery 
and a suburban Johannesburg 
police station. 

The banned African National 
Congress, which seeks the 
overthrow of white-minority rule, 
claimed responsibility for both at- 
tacks. But the three men had 
pleaded not guilty. 

Shortly.after the verdict was an- 
nounced, singing crowds of Macks 
spilled out on to the road outside 
the courtroom in central Pretoria 
and blocked, traffic. 


/Justice Carl Theron .said he 
would sentence the three* men today 
or tomorrow after defence argu- 
ments for mitigation. The three men 
face ' the death penalty. Previously 
death sentences in treason cases — 
where no killings were involved — 
have been commuted. 


None of the defendants, Anthony 
Bobby Tsotsobe, 25, Johannes 
Shabangu, 26. and David Mctse, 26, 
had testified. Their lawyers tried un- 
successfully -to prevent the admis- 
sion of confessions, which the 
defence d aimed were obtained by 
torturing the defendants with 
beatings and electric shocks. 

Theron said the defence had 
failed to prove the allegations of 
torture. 

The trio gave clenched fist black 
power salutes to the packed public 


gafiery as Theron passed judgment. 
The gallery . broke into freedom 
songs and women burst into tears. 

Outside the' courthouse riot 
police with dogs moved in to break 
up a* crowd of chanting, ringing 
biacks-and whiles who Mocked traf- 
fic near the Palace of Justice in 
downtown Pretoria. Nine persons 
including two whites were arrested 
for public violence. 

A total of 57 people were hanged 
in South Africa during the first six 
months of 1981 for crimes ranging 
from, rape to murder. Justice 
Minister Kobie Cornice said yester- 
day. ’ . .

No reason for 
the cancellation was given. 

Last .week police moved in with 
bulldozers and knocked down the 
squatter- camp on the outskirts of 
Cape ToWn, burning building 
materials and forcing the squatters 
who included hundreds of women 
and children to .spend the night m 
near freezing weather. (AP, VPl) 


Cuba invites journalists 
to watch U.S. maneuvers 


GUANTANAMO CITY. Cuba 
(Reuter). — Cuba rolled out Soviet- 
built military equipment on Mon- 
day to carry foreign journalists to 
the edge of the Guantanamo naval 
base to watch American war games 
in the U.S.-occupied territory. 

The Cuban government had in- 
vited the journalists to witness part 
of the “Ocean Venture 81** 
maneuvers at the base from the sur- 
rounding Cuban militarized zone. 

No reason was given for the in- 
vitation. but one Cuban official said 
the journalists would be able to “see 
for themselves that the Umted 
States occupies a piece of Cuban 
territory and carries out warlike 
maneuvers there.” 

The journalists, who included 
representatives of major U.S. televi- 
sion networks, were flown 950 
kilometres from Havana to Guan- 


tanamo City in a Soviet-made 
Cuban Air Force Antonov fitted 
with tables and seals. .. 

At dawn, they were driven to an 
observation post in. the Cuban 
militarized zone from where they 
were able to look down at part of 
the US. naval base.

Monday’s hearing detit with two 
categories of refugees — those held 
because they arrived without formal 
entry papers, and those who entered 
without papers and were also 
charged with some other offence.

The Israel lobby in Washington, 
the American Israel Public Affairs 
Committee (A1PAC), does its best 
to convince congressmen to vote in 
Israel's favour, says Cravit. But the 
masses of- American citizens sym- 
pathetic to Israel just aren't being 
reached — either by the established 
Jewish organizations or by the 
Foreign Ministry. 


CRAVIT LIKENED the Israel- 
Arab conflict to the Northern 
Ireland imbroglio, saying: M lf an 
American Jew were to hear a 
Catholic present his case and then a 
Protestant use different statistics 
. and dales and arguments to prove 
his case, the unsophisticated, non- 
partisan listener would probably.be 
convinced by each one of the 
validity of his stand.” 

’ Most Americans, including Jews, 
could be convinced by the Palesti- 
nian argument that they deserve a 
homeland of "their own. “But the 
PLO never say that that means 
destroying Israel." Cravit added, 
“and most Americans are opposed 
to that.” . » 

Cravit's volunteers include an 
Emmy-award : winning filmwriter, 
an expert on executive public 
speaking, an editor, a marketing 
research expert and public relations 
people. They decided not to overlap 
into the activities of existing Jewish 
organizations, so as to avoid doing 
superfluous work and angering 
these groups. 

“The American Jewish com- 
munity is grossly over-organized 
and competitive and reluctant to 
open their establishments to new 
ideas," he said. 

AIMS ofTers free advice and ex- 
pertise to “clients.” A Reform syn- 
agogue in Evanston, Illinois, for in- 
stance, held “indoctrination ses- 
sions" for nearly 200 of its members 
— with kits, lecturers and hints 
from AIMS — who learned how to 
refute Arab propaganda and speak 
up for Israel.

Cravit, launched a research project 
to locate all public opinion leaders 
in the city, and to map out strategies 
for influencing them. They will con- 
duct “outreach" activities to these 
officials starting next month. The 
synagogue members were taught 
simple but basic skills like how to 
convince a TV or radio station or 
newspaper editor to retract false 
statements against Israel. 

“We simply gave them the name 
of the news editor, and counselled

Since the work is done on a 
volunteer basis the expenses are 
minimal, and Cravit believes that, 
the S10.000 or so that is needed 
each year For task force activities 
can easily be raised. 

Now, he is talking about an Israeli 
counterpart group thai will monitor 
the Israeli press and public opinion 
and feed AIMS with news and infor- 
mation about Israel that doesn't or- 


dinarily filter into the U.S. and 
Canada. 

AIMS will have aided Jewish 
organizations in over 30 com- 
munities during the first two years 
of its existence, according to Cravit. 
While the organization's aims are 
limited in scope, he concludes, it 
will have influence among sectors of 
the population that have not been 
reached before.

AS FOR the North American im- 
migrants sent to him for help, one 
was a young man who had taken a 
job as a computer programmer for a 
salary of IS 1,000 a month plus the 
right to sleep (in a sleeping bag) on 
the office floor. “Only after he went 
to the supermarket did he realize 
how little a 151,000 a month was. 

“1 took him to my home for a few 
days of decent food and a real bed. 
Then, I helped him move to Kiryat 
Shmona, where the Absorption 
Ministry got him a job. I went to 
visit him every once in a while, and 
invited him to spend occasional 
weekends with my wife and I.” 

On one of his visits to Kiryat Shmona, 


Steinman sensed that something 
was wrong, and the immigrant final- 
ly told him that there was trouble on 
the job. “1 went to speak to the boss 
and tried to straighten things out. 
He asked me who I was, and 1 said I 
was a friend. If I had been someone 
official, say from Jewish Agency or 
the Absorption Ministry, I would 
have had more clout."

■^cOujfRf watf'^bdufto move’ into a* 
•-new apartment -when the husband 
was called into the army. Steinman 
helped the wife, who knew no 
Hebrew, fight with the builders and 
deal with other last-minute 
problems. He even came with a 
truck and helped move the family’s 
.possessions. 

Disappointments have come not 
only from Jewish Agency and other 
official channels. There have been 
immigrants who didn't bother to say 
thank you and who never took the 
trouble to invite Doron and his wife 
to their home after getting settled. 

“It’s disappointing sometimes, 
but we’re not giving up. We're 
Zionists, and we want to help peo- 
ple stay here." 

HE IS ready to take six months off 
from his job and devote himself to 
immigrant absorption full-time. “I 
don’t want a salary, just reimburse- 
ment for my expenses if I have any. 

I can manage without earnings for 
half a year, and if nobody else is 
ready to give new immigrants the 
help they need, I will." 


WHEN Judat Skid Agrabia — or 
M ussa, as he is known — left his vil- 
lage of Umm el-Fahm in the 
Triangle nine years ago, he had just 
finished agricultural school. But in 
Tel Aviv he became the manager of 
a wedding hall and developed a 
talent for cookery. By coincidence, 
he was asked to work at a 
vegetarian restaurant and dis- 
covered "another world.” 

He learned that there were alter- 
natives to soup mix powders and 
other thickeners, and he picked up 
new food combinations. “I always 
suffered from indigestion,” he says, 
“but today, because 1 am careful 
about food combinations, 1 have no 
problems whatsoever." 

His sense for spices he acquired 
in his home village, where his 
mother and aunt are well-known for 
their culinary talents. At home, 
Mussa explains, they use mostly 
natural ingredients, induding whole- 
wheat (lour in certain delicacies, 
many salads, goat and sheep 
cheeses, naturally pressed olive oil, 
fresh and dry spices. Main meals 
always included meal until, Mussa 
says, “I taught them that it’s possi- 
ble to make meatless meals, and 
they Look it very well. I showed 
them how to make vegetable stews 
and casseroles, and they were sur- 
prised. Now they even try to invent 
their own recipes."

‘OFFENSIVE’ MISSION 


“JESUS MADE ME KOSHER," 
proclaimed the T-shirt worn by a 
young man handing out leaflets on a 
busy Manhattan street corner. 

He is a convert to “Jews for 
Jesus,”' an American group whose 
members have hit big city streets 
this summer, aggressively preaching 
a belief in J esus as the messiah while 
clinging to their Jewish identity. 

Despite their desire to be a bridge 
between Christians and Jews, they 
are rejected by traditional Jewish 
organizations and shunned by many 
Christians. 

Jews for Jesus, which claims 
14,000 followers, is the largest and 
best organized of several groups of 
so-called “messianic Jews." 

For the U.S. Jewish community, 
which is acutely sensitive about mis- 
sionaries, the existence of these 
groups raises disturbing questions: 
Whal'is a Jew? Are you born one? Is 
it a religion or a culture? 

MOISHE ROSEN, who founded 
the San Francisco-based Jews- for 
Jesus in 1973, says a Jew has a dis- 
tinctive cultural and ethnic 
heritage. He sees no conflict with 
belief in Jesus. 

“If I'm not a Jew, what am I?" 
Rosen asks. “1 was bom a Jew. 
Judaism is a religion. 

“We’ve been presented as the 
bogey man — as some cult — and it 
has scared other Jews away from 
us." 

Susan Perlman, a spokeswoman 
for Jews for Jesus, feels she has not 
left the Jewish community. Rather, 
it has left her: “There is a fear that 
what we have to say might sound 
loo convincing,” she Says. 

Rosen, ordained as a Baptist 
minister in 1957, served on the 
American Board ..of Missions to the 
Jews, but left to form the inoire ag- 
gressive Jews for Jesus.

JEWS FOR JESUS worship in 
Christian congregations. As con- 
verts. they are baptized and are re- 
quired to receive holy communion. 

Many messianic Jews are 
developing what they call 
"traditional Jewish-Christian 
ceremonies," including weddings, 
funerals and holidays. 

“How can you be a member of 
the Jewish and Christian com- 
munities at the same time? They 
want to have their cake and eat it 
loo," says Eugene Fischer, ex- 
ecutive secretary of Catholic-Jewish 
Relations for the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

If they believe in Jesus, he ’argues, 
why not call themselves "Christians 
for Jesus”? If they want to hang on 
to their Jewish heritage, that is a 
personal, not a religious choice, he 
says. 

Messianic Jews "unfairly tty to 
blend the two (Judaism and 
Christianity) together so that > the 
unique reality of each is blurred ... 
you don’t have true Christianity or 
true Judaism," he says. 

Rabbi Yechiei Echstein, co- 
director of the Inter-Religious Af- 
fairs Department of the 
Anti-Defamation League, says Jews 
for Jesus is "the most offensive” of 
the Hebrew-messianic groups 
because of its missionary zeal. 

"There’s a whole history of thou- 
sands, if not millions, of Jews who 
were willing to die at the stake 
rather than accept Christianity. So, 
missionary activity — or the at- 
tempt to convert — Jews has a very 
sad history associated with it.” he 
says. “The Jewish psyche is very 


sensitive because of the baggage we 
carry around." 

IN ANCIENT TIMES. Jews 
vigorously sought converts. In fact, 
"proselyte" comes from a Greek 
word which referred to converts to 
Judaism. Their proselytizing was 
proscribed when Christianity 
became the stale religion of the 
Roman Empire, and Jews now 
frown on proselytizing. 

Writing in the evangelical journal 
Christianity Today. Rabbi Marc H. 
Tanenbaum, Inlcr-religious Affairs 
director of the American Jewish 
Committee, argued that a messianic 
Jew is “a theological impossibility" 
because “Judaism is incompatible 
with any belief in the divinity of a 
human being." 

“When ‘messianic Jews' re-enact 
Jewish rituals of the Sabbath, the 
Passover, the Barmitzva, without 
commitment to the authentic con- 
victions Lhey symbolize, they in fact 
make a mockery of their sacred 
meanings — a practice which is not 
worthy of any high religion such as 
Christianity," Tanenbaum wrote. 

Evangelic Billy Graham says he 
believes God has a special 
relationship with the Jewish people, 
and he has never made a special ap- 
peal to Jews: “Just as Judaism 
frowns on proselytizing that is coer- 
civer or that seeks to commit men 
against their will, so do I," Graham 
wrote recently. 

"1 wish these Jews for Jesus types 
would leave the Jews alone,” said 
Don McEvoy, senior vice-president 
of the National Conferenc for 
Christians and Jews, a non-religious 
civic organization. 

McEvoy emphasized that 
Hebrew-messianic groups "have a 
right to exist,” but added: “I am 
sympathetic with my Jewish col- 
leagues who see these groups as 

threats.” iTbr Anodatrd Pre») 
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IN THESE days when even chose who have a 
blue collar do their best to bleach it. it is not 
verv often that one comes across a son who 
follows his father into a manual trade. Zvi Bar- 
Sheshet is one of the few. He has not only 
taken over his father’s jAofar-making trade, 
but is earning on a Bar-Sheshet family tradi- 
tion that goes back uninterruptedly for 11 
generations. 

In the 16th century "The Ribash," an 
acronym for Rabbi Yitzhak Bar-Sheshet. was 
a famed sage among the Jews of North Africa 
as well as a shofar maker. The family, who 
lived in Algeria, have always had a shofar 
maker in the generations since. Zvi. 26. is the 
first sabra craftsman of the trade in the 
family. His father, Meir. now 60. came to this 
country in the famous Exodus, and after com- 
ing again following the forcible expulsion of 
the immigrants by the British mandatory 
government, he set up as a shofar maker in 
Haifa, the city of Elijah the Prophet, who 
tradition has it will sound the great shofar to 
herald the advent of the Messiah. 

Zvika is the second of the four Bar-Sheshet 
sons and one daughter. The older brother 
became an electrician and the younger ones 
are still in school, so it fell to Zvika to take up 
the family, tradition. 

- It is not an easy job. His little workshop at 
54 Rehov Herzl. is a sweatshop if ever there 
was one, and his attempt to alleviate the heal 
by installing an air conditioner was aborted 
on the second day. when the instrument was 
totally clogged by the dust of rams' horns 
being processed. So why should a young man 
take up such a trade? 

“I have been helping father with the 
'shofarot for as long as I can remember. I 
always liked the work, and when my turn 
came to choose a profession, I naturally slip- 
ped into this," he recalls. He has since taken 
Over the business, as his father can no longer 
do the hard work. 

‘ Zvika is now the country's major shofar 
ynaker, producing anything from 600 to 1,000 
a year, all made by hand with the aid of only a 
few pieces of simple machinery. 

The trade has many pitfalls, starting with 
the difficulty of obtaining the raw material.

the rams' horns. In Israel, sheep breeders 
prefer the ewes, and there .are virtually no 
fully grown rams to be shorn of their boras, so 
all the horns must be imported. Australia used 
to be a good source. But now the freight 
charges from the far away down-under sheep- 
breeding country have become prohibitive, 
and Zvika is forced to buy the horns, sight un- 
seen, from North African suppliers. 

When the sacks of horns arrive in Haifa and 
are cleared through the customs, (who collect 
every kind of excise on them* notwithstanding 
their use for religious purposes) there is the 
question of whether the horns are right. They . 
may be too small, or be so badly damaged as 
to be useless for shofar making. Even a small 
hole in the wrong place is enough. “The ideal 
shipment comprises about 800 horns to the 
ton, but. they rarely come like that,” Zvika-. 
sighs. 

After sorting out the unsuitable horns, he 
works on the usable ones. First the bony in- 
side must be withdrawn, which he does with 
the aid of heat; and when it comes to along 
twisted horn, that will eventaully end up as a 
“Yemenite” shofar, this is quite tricky. 

If all goes well, the now hollow horn must 
be straightened out into the form it -is even- 
tually to go to- synagogue in /i t may be a short, ! * 
quite straight “Ashkenazi” shofar, '*. may be- 
short but a little curled, still O.K. for 
“Ashkenazi,” but also fine for a “Sephardi”, 
horn, (the tone Zvika will finally give it deter- 
mines its “ethnic” allegiance), or if the horn is 
at least a metre long in the first place, it will 
end up as one of those long curly “Yeminite” 
shofarot that niay not go to ‘shul’ at all; but end 
up on the wall of some “salon” as a decora- 
tion. 

To straighten the horns, Zvika uses an open 
“primus” type flame, fuelled by a mixture of 
gas and acid to heat the horn to a high degree, 
and then with the aid of an ordhahdpress, he 
twists it into the shape he wants. 

Next, the -rough outer “peel” must be 
removed by heat and a polishing machine. 
Then comes the critical part of giving the 
shofar its tone. This is done by drilung a hole 
into the mouthpiece, the only part of the 
shofar that is not hollowed out. The size, 
depth and direction of the hole determines 


the sound, and the Bar-Shesbet family prid 
themselves on making easy to blow shofar oi 
which is a function of the mouthpiece hoh 
When the almost finished shofar sounds righ 
it gets a final polish on the other side of th- 
polishing' machine, which brings out all it 
natural colours and grains, and makes th 
shofar smooth, shiny and easy to handle. Th 
big curly ones are allowed to keep bits of thei 
outer peel here and there for added effect 

It takes about three hours of work to mak 
a single shofar. When the shipment of horns i . 
finally processed, about two-thirds of tin 
horns were “duds” or damaged during iht 
work. One third only end up as shofarot tc 
grace some miny&n somewhere in Israel, th* 
U.S. or Europe. An occasional tourist the 
buys a shofar or two from his little shop whict 
is located underneath the workshop, i-v 
: Zvika sells his shofarot at between 1S6Q anc 
IS600, depending on size and shape. The 11a* 
ones 'are more expensive because they enuii 
much more straightening out, a delicate 
operation. 

If not ill-used, a shofar's working life can 
range from 100 years to eternity. 
Nevertheless, there is always a market for. 

• new ones, “and I always sell -as. many as I cm

People are prepared to pay a lot for them. b» 
Zvika doesn't make many. His main task isle 
keep the Bar-Seheshet shofarot coming. Not 
long married, Zvika is planning on havi($ 
many children, “and one of them will grow uf 
as the new generation of Bar-Sheshet th* 
shofar makers.” Until the final great shofia 
will be sounded, there'll always be a Bar 
Sheshet to make ail the shofarot that Jew: 
anywhere will need.

Since then Judith hasn't stopped 
weaving. She weaves most days, 
squeezing it in between her young 
family and the Hebrew University, 
where she researches Byzantine and 
Greek archeology. 

Her break came four years v%o 
when she displayed .her fabrics for 
the first time at the annual Arts and 
Handicrafts Fair ai the Hutzot 
Hayotzer, near the Old City of 
Jerusalem. She followed this with an 
exhibition in 1979 of her work at the 


Spring Festival of Textile Weaving 
and Embroidery at the Jerusalem 
■ Theatre. 

Since then, she has had gradual 
but sure success. She is familiar with 
the “rational formalism” of the 
German Bauer House School of 
weaving that dominated the. art in 
the 1930s. Evjdence of its influence ‘ 
appears in the “ architectural shapes 
und lines" that characterize her 
weaving, toned by the colours and 
cultural motifs of the Baltic 


countries through which she widely 
travelled as an archeologist. Being 
religiously observant, she avoids 
reproducing human forms. 

“Hand weaving gives great scope 
for spontaneity, imagination and ar- 
tistic influence,'' Judith says, She 
also values the personal contact 
custom-weaving establishes with the 
client. 

She has little competition from 
textile manufacturers because they 
supply commercial demands. “I 
tailor to individual demand but un- 
fortunately this makes my fabrics 
expensive,” she admits. 

“People come to me from all over 
the country to design new fabrics 
for their shabby or antique fur- 
niture." says Judith, pointing out 
that she doesn't do the actual up- 
holstering. Many tourists who see 
her wall hangings. Sabbath cloths 
and hala covers displayed in the 
Jerusalem House of Quality also 
come to make personal orders. 

Looking back on the past six 
years, Judith is startled at the pace 
of her business. “It all seems so ef- 
fortless," she comments. She soon 
hopes to open a studio and plunge 
full time into weaving. But she has a 
decision to make — she would like 
to work in interiors “preferably in 
partnership with other weavers and 
with a furniture manufacturer.** Yet 
she also wants to continue in 
"Judaica” — especially in synagogue 
interiors. “I expect the market will 
ultimately force my decision,” she 
says. Meanwhile. “I enjoy the best 
of both worlds.”

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Solel Boneh — among 
world’s top builders

TEL AVIV,. — The Solel Boneh 
construction and building firm is 
building abroad in order to offset 
the impacts of rising inflation in 
Israel and of a local slow-down in 
construction, Shraga Rothman, 
chairman of Solel Boneh Inter- 
national said this week. 

While the company's local con- 
struction contracts have stayed at 
about the same level between 1979 
and 1980, the dollar-value of pro- 
jects abroad increased by -about 20 
per cent over the same period. The 
rate of increase on foreign projects 
is'expected to rise even more during 
the current year, Rothman said. 
'With projects under contract 
totalling $1.3 billion in 1980, Solel 
Boneh was placed 17 on a list of the 
world's 2S0 largest building com- 
panies with contracts outside the 
U.S.. according to the U.S. trade 
magazine Engineering News Record, 
moving up from 35th place the year 
before. 

“About half our building activity 
today is abroad, and we've managed 
to grow internationally despite our 
lack of access to Middle East 
countries." Rothman said. 

Most of Solel Boneh's foreign 
projects — totalling $550 million — 
are in Latin America and Africa. 
The Ivory Coast, Nigeria, Togo, 
Kenya, Ecuador, Venezuela and 
Argentina are among its more fre- 
quent clients. 

• ^Common projects are road and 
bridge construction (S235m. for 
1981), building projects ($220m.) 
and water supply and public works 
($92 m.). 

Rothman told a press conference 
that Solel Boneh is moving away 
from simple contract construction 
projects to more comprehensive 
xK9volve the company's participa- 
tion in finding investment capital 
and in the complete development of 
projects. 

.In part, the company has done 
this by undertaking “turn key" pro- 
jects which involve not only design- 
ing and constructing a hotel or in- 
dustrial complex, but also outfitting 
of equipment and machinery, and 


interior design. The investors need 
only “turn the key" to begin using 
the facility. 

Rothman said Solel Boneh had 
increased its involvement in such 
projects because it was an effective 
way of competing against other 
firms, allowed for greater profits 
and often saved time because dif- 
ferent stages of building and outfit- 
ting cculd easily be coordinated. 

The largest “turn key" project, to 
be signed in Zurich this week, is a 
5190m. subsidized package that in- 
cludes a water supply system, three 
hotels and three factories to be built 
in Anyembra, Nigeria. The Italian 
government and a consortium of 
some 50 banks arc involved in par- 
tial financing of the project 

Other large projects include a 
seven-tower complex of office 
buildings in Caracas, Venezuela and 
a 350-kilometre road in Africa. 

Solel Boneh operates some 530m. 
worth of its own construction equip- 
ment abroad. It employs 657 Iraelts 
who live with their families near the 
foreign construction sites, and some 
40.000 local workers. The company 
runs its own schools for children of 
Israeli employees abroad. 

The absence of diplomatic rela- 
tions between Israel and some 
countries under contract with Solel 
Boneh has not prevented good 
working relations. “We have a good 
reputation and we give better terms 
than other companies to local 
workers," Rothman said. 

“We’ve only been thrown out of 
two countries ever since we began 
building abroad in the 1950s," 
Rothman said. These are Uganda, 
where Solel Boneh had extensive 
projects under way when it was 
booted out by Idi Amin, and Iran 
where the company pulled out 65 
Israeli families involved in construc- 
tion projects there when the shab 
fell from power. 

Rothman said the Israeli govern- 
ment should do more to encourage 
Israeli construction abroad by offer- 
ing to subsidize contract work, and 
by reaching agreements with 
developing countries to finance 
construction projects in exchange 
•for increased Israeli imports .

The right environment for microchips

Ricor, a kibbutz-based research 
company specializing in super-cold 
(cryogenic) vacuum systems has 
begun work on an initial 5300,000 
research project with a leading U.S. 
instrumentation company to 
produce special chambers required 
in the production of .electronic 
chips. 

As the electronics revolution 
enters the age of the -microchip, 
there is a growing need for in- 
creasingly sophisticated equipment 
and a special environment in which 
to build the hardware. 

Ricor, owned by kibbutz Ein 
Harod, signed a contract in May 
with Vccco Instruments of Long- 
Island, N.V.. for a two-year venture 
project which is expected to lead to 
joint production of cryopumps for 
the cold-surface vacuums needed to 
manufacture modern electronic cir- 
cuits. 

“We are talking of pumps that 
will be used to produce 
temperatures in the -190° to t 269<C 
range," explained Chaim Geyari, 
chief engineer at Ricor In an inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Past. 

Much in the same way as a win- 
dowshield in a cold car collects the 
humidity in the air and condenses 
water on its surface, vacuums used 


in electronic circuit production 
must have a surface cold enough to 
collect all the gases emitted when 
the circuits are bombarded or sput- 
tered with ions. 

The electronic circuits are sput- 
tered with ions in special vacuum 
chambers and the ciyopumps create 
and maintain the required super- 
low temperatures, effectively col- 
lecting gases in the environment 
such as nitrogen. " 

Ricor, which specializes in 
storage tanks for liquefied gases, 
had already developed a good 
cryogenic compressor when Veeco 
became interested in a joint project, 
according to Geyari. Ricor will do 
the bulk of the research on and 
development of the new pumps, 
with Veeco concentrating more on 
marketing and distribution. Both 
companies will be involved in the 
eventual production .of the pumps. 

The initial funding for die pro- 
ject, which -is expected to -be die 
first. in a series of joint projects, is 
bring shared by the two companies 
and the Israel-United States 
Binational Industrial Research anil 
Development Foundation (BIRD). 
“It appears that these compressors 
may also have a computer ap- 
plication,” explained the British- 
trained Geyari, who has been work- 


ing with -the kibbutz industry ance 
1949. 

The two companies plan to work 
on the use of cryogenic vacuums in 
■Josephson junctions, the minute 
angstrom-thin electrical units ex- 
pected to replace the micro-chip in 
the next decade. 

“If you cool certain metals to 
very low temperatures,- they- reach a 
- point where they become supercon- 
ductors, and that may have an im- 
portant application in computere. 
Josephson junctions make use of 
this principle,*’. Geyari explained. 

Ricor, together with its parent 
company P alb am Metal Works 
which handles production, 
marketing and distribution, employs 
about 130 people, and last year had 
a $4 million turnover. Started as a 
company to produce dairy equip- 
ment for local kibbutzim in the ear- 
ly 1950s. it went on to manufacture 
kitchens for institutions, dish- 
washers, pressure pumps for the 
fruit juice industry and finally 
vacuum systems and cryogenic 
pumps for scientific use. 


By ARYEH GREENFIELD 
Special to the Jerusalem Post- 
Haifa Chemicals, Ltd., a- sub- 
sidiary of the Oil Refineries, has 
grown to become the worid’s most 
important producer of potassium 
nitrate, wifi] exports worth S68m. 
In 1980. Potassium nitrate b in great 
demand as a special-purpose fer- 
tilizer,- and as input in various 
1 chemical industry processes. ' 

The firm’s success was largely 
made posable by the development 
.of innovative solvent extraction 
processes, the result of research by 
Dr. Ruth Blumberg and Prof. 
Avraham Bamel. of the Hebrew 
University's Casali Institute. 

Now Prof. Baniet has invented a 
novel process for the separation and 
recovery of mineral acids from 
aqueous solutions, which will yield 
substantial savings in both energy 
consumption and cash expenditure. 

Inorganic mineral acids are very 
useful in the production' of many 
chemicals, such as fertilizers. 
However, their separation from the 
final product and their recycling 
can be a costly process; in many in- 
stances, there simply was no prac- 
tical method to accomplish this, 
NoW, Prof. Baniel has developed 
a new family of solvents with a very 
wide applicability to various 
chemical industry processes. In 
countries other than Israel, rights to 
this invention have been assigned to 
a Swiss-based firm. - " 

Proteln-ricfa prawns 

Research at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. has resulted in the establish- 
ment of Aquaculture Production 
Technology Ltd; (APT), which of- 
fers high, technology systems for 
large scale production of edible 
prawns. The new firm's system is of 
interest to developing countries, 
where protein-rich foods are in 
limited supply. 

The methods and equipment, 
available from APT affect the 
•proliferation and growth, of 


Nacrobrachium rosenbergii, a hardy 
and prolific fresh water prawn 
which is tasty and enjoys con- 
siderable popularity. Its production 
is divided into three distinct stages, 

First, comes' the hatchery, in 
which prawn eggs from carefully 
selected specimens are hatched. 
The resulting juvenile prawn fry is 
then transferred to “nurseries, ” 
where optimum growing conditions 
are provided: water flows rapidly 
through heated ponds, and carefully 
concocted feed mixtures are used. 
At this stage, very high densities are 
possible: up to 1.5 million prawns 
per dunam. Growth at this stage is 
rapid; by as much as a factor of 
thirty, during a 45- to 90-day period. 

After that, the adult prawns 
spend six or seven months in grow- 
ing ponds, until they reach 
marketable size. At- least 300 
kilograms per dunam can be 
produced, during two successive 
'growing cycles. 

In Israel, some fishpond 
operators have found prawns a. 
useful “byproduct,” grown in their 
ponds together with carp or other 
varieties, and requiring no ad- 
ditional feed. About 25 kg. of this' 
valuable export crop can be. 
harvested from every dunam of fish- 
ponds, every six months. 

Sola£ drying plant 

A solar powered crop-drying 
plant has been in operation in the 
•Negev for two seasons, with excel- 
lent results. All the required ther- 
mal energy conies from the sun; 
electricity is used only to power the 
forced circulation system. 

The drying plant resembles a 
large warehouse, with well fitted, 
but otherwise ordinary doors and 
Windows. The only special dement 
is the roof, all of which constitutes a 
large solar collector. Its base is a 
wooden surface, attached to an or- 
dinary system of beams. On top of 
that comes a layer of rockwool in- 
sulation.

The study which cost IS500,000 
took more than three years to com- 
plete and was carried out in con- ; 
sultation with railway 'planning ex- 
perts of the Dutch railway system, 
of Tahal engineering advisers, and 
the planning and economic service , 
Shahat. Reporters wefre presented 
with an abridged version of the 800- 
page report. 

The plan calls for increasing pas- 
senger services, which currently 
serve only 1.5 percent of the public, 
to transport 7.4 per cent of the pop- 
ulation by the end of the century. , 

Late stages in the plan include 
construction of a new, more direct 
line between Jerusalem and Tel 
Aviv that would lie north of the ex- 
isting line via Ben-Gurion Airport 
and Kfar Habad. It is the only new 
line proposed in the plan that would 
cross the Green Line. 

The plan includes new services 
for the north of the country, with a 
line to run south from Kiryat 
Shmona to Carmiel with a fink-up 
near Haifa to the already existing 
coastal line. 

That coastal line should be con- 
verted to electric power from 
Nahariya to Tel Aviv by the year 
2000 as a way of encouraging com- 
muter traffic, the study says. 

The plan also calls for use of new 
trains that would travel 160 
kilometres per hour compared to 
the current 120 kilometre an hour 
trains.

■And wha: will the accountant-general do with the cash? Spend it. 
of course, as he does the money obtained From bonds sales and from 
savings schemes. There however, one difference: borrowing from 
the banks is much more expensive than borrowing directly from the 
public. 

The accountant-general’s argument that the money deposited by 
the banks is tied up for TOO yea'rs. so that a higher interest rate is 
justified, is pure eyewash. Most savings schemes are renewed on ex- 
piration. and the money paid out when government bonds mature 
and have to be redeemed is also mostly put into new financial invest- 
ments. 

The great attraction for the Treasury to borrow expensively lies 
elsewhere. Borrowing from the banks reduces the need to borrow 
from the Bank of Israel, that is to say to print money. It will therefore 
make the financing of the government's excess spending look nicer. 
Two months ago Finance Minister Aridor begged some IS900m. 
from (he banks so as to be able to obscure the true amount of his 
money printing. 

This lime, he will not have to ask the banks for favours. They will 
come to him. because they have nowhere else to go. 

Alarming self-deception 

THE EMBARGO on Israel's warplanes has now been officially lifted 
by the U.S. administration, and Israel’s government is trying as hard 
us it can not io learn anything from the experience. 

From the moment their delivery was banned, first in reaction to 
the bombing of the Osirak nuclear reactor and then in protest against 
the bombing in Beirut, it was clear that sooner or later the planes 
would be released: Washington meant to dramatically communicate 
— to the Arabs and Israel — its displeasure over Israel’s alleged 
breaking of the rules. President Reagan has now made a gesture of 
goodwill towards Mr. Begin, releasing the F-16s and the F-I5s ahead 
of the premier's scheduled visit to the White House next month. 

in official Jerusalem, however, this gesture seems to be viewed as 
evidence that America has now realized it has no choice but to stand 
by Israel, its one reliable friend and ally and "strategic asset” in the 
region — no matter what Israel does. This preposterous idea of 
Israel's hold on the American political mind carries the government’s 
imprimatur, and is accepted by a large section of the public as a true 
reflection of reality. 

In reality, though, the crisis in Israel-American relations is con- 
tinuing. it is growing, and it has never been worse, despite the lifting 
of the embargo. 

No doubt Mr. Reagan remains a true friend of Israel. And faithful 
to his bu:>ic conception of how the U.S. should treat its allies he has 
shown no interest in blowing up differences. During the past several 
weeks it was he. in fact, who has served as Israel's best public defen- 
der. He it was who reminded the American people that Israel in 
Lebanon was not only dishing it out but also getting clobbered by 
mortal enemies. In his political way of thinking, too. Mr. Reagan has 
a great deal in common with Mr. Begin. 

Yet the successive, unprecedented bans on the delivery of the 
Israeli warplanes were ordered by Mr. Reagan himself. If Mr. Begin 
has at all asked himself how this could have happened, he has 
provided himself with the answer that it was all error that has now 
been rectified, or a wrong that has been set right. Such self-deception 
is both moving and alarming. 

From Mr. Reagan down, it is downhill all the way for Israel among 
politically conscious Americans, not necessarily excluding the Jews. 
Whether they are conservatives who are mostly concerned with 
checking Soviet power, or liberafs who care mainly about the promo- 
tion of human rights, even well-disposed Americans are turning an in- 
creasingly quizzical eye on Mr. Begin's Israel: has this formerly 
rational .society, this bastion of democracy in a desert of oppression, 
taken leav- of its senses? 

It is a* if to confirm their worst suspicions that Mr. Begin's resident 
economic, genius. Ya'acoi Meridor. has now come up 1 with the 
brilliant idea that Israel should act us America's proxy in selling 
arms to such international pariahs as Taiwan and South Africa. 

The worst pan is that the people of Israel get hardly an inkling of 
what their government holds in store for them. With the forces of the 
Likud coalition solidly arrayed behind Mr. Begin, stifling so much as 
a squeak of criticism in the ranks, and with the Labour opposition 
focussed solely on its sick and suicidal internal fights, the people 
complacently follow their leadership .straight into a stone wall.

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SUPPLIES AND 
DEMANDS 

BENJAMIN SHWADRAN considers the possible implications 
of today’s extraordinary meeting of OPEC member-states. 


THE Organization of Petroleum _ Ex- 
porting Countries is convening an 
extraordinary conference today to 
consider two major issues: the price 
of oil and a production limitation of 
crude oil. 

The drop in demand for oil during 
the last 12 months, particularly in 
the first half of 1981, was much 
greater than the OPEC specialists 
had anticipated. This fall in demand 
resulted in an international glut, 
causing very serious reductions to 
the income of many OPEC 
countries. Venezuela, an OPEC 
member, and such non-OPEC 
members as Mexico, Britain and 
Egypt, cut their oil prices. The spot 
market prices, too, fell far below the 
official OPEC members' prices. 

In short, the international ml in- 
dustry was experiencing a crisis. 
Why? What produced such a radical 
change in OPEC in a relatively short 
period of lime? 

Although some specialists glibly 
describe OPEC as a typical cartel 
and expect it to behave as such, the 
fact is that OPEC is not a cartel and 
never functioned as such. OPEC is 
perceived as an organization posses- 
sing enormous powers before which 
the consuming countries stand in 
fear each time the organization 
meets and makes a decision. 

In reality. OPEC as an institution 
is powerless. It is a collection of 
sovereign states, none of which has 
surrendered any of its powers to the 
organization. OPEC is incapable of 
forcing any member-state to accept 
its authority against its will. AQ 
OPEC decisions must be adopted by 
a unanimous vole — and even then 
cannot be put into effect or even be 
made public until they have been 
approved by the governments of all 
the members. 

WHEN OPEC was established in 
1960. it had one objective: to restore 
the oil price cuts made by the 
foreign concessionary companies at 


the end of 1959 and early 1960. 

Until October 1973, the oil com- 
panies decided on the oil prices, 
sometimes without consulting the 
producing countries and sometimes 
after negotiating with them. Since 
October 1973. however, the produc- 
ing countries alone, without even 
consulting the concessionary com- 
panies, have made all the decisions 
on oil prices. 

The established price was that of 
Saudi Arabian light oil. AU other oil 
prices were based on the price of 
Saudi Arabian light, the differen- 
tials depending on the kind and 
quality of the oil and its geographic 
location. 

However, in spite of OPECs 
many efforts to regulate these dif- 
ferentials, it has failed. It has also 
failed to regulate and control 
production. 

Although Saudi Arabia had 
denied OPEC the right to regulate * 
prices, the organization maintained 
a uniform oil price until March 
1979. 

But the loss of more than five mil- 
lion barrels of oil a day — a result of 
the Iranian Revolution at the end of 
1978 — eliminated the uniform 
price. Each member then set its own 
price in accordance with its own in- 
terests and conditions. 

Naturally, under such circum- 
stances the differentials structure 
disappeared, and the standard Saudi 
Arabian light was sold at the lowest 
price. 

Nevertheless. OPEC continued to 
function — despite the prediction of 
many experts Lhal it could not 
operate with a multiple-tiered price 
structure. 

THIS UNIQUE nature of OPEC 
can be explained by its very com- 
position. OPEC members are not 
homogeneous. They have different 
interests, political orientations and 
identities. The interests of radical

An energetic movement is 
needed now which unites all oppo- 
nents of religious fanaticism, all 
adversaries of the “closed shop” of 
Orthodox rabbis, and all foes of 
wanton interference with the rights 
of individuals in a modern state. 
Such a movement should look for 
recruits in both the big parties and it 
would certainly find its followers in 
almost all sectors of the public.

autocratic Saudi Arabia. 

The radical countries and the 
heavily populated countries have 
demanded major oil price increases 
without regard to the impact such 
price rises would have on the 
economies of the Western con- 
sumers. Saudi Arabia, however, 
consistently advocated that _ oil 
prices be reduced or. at ieast. 
frozen. 

Saudi Arabia is the greatest oil 
producer of all OPEC members, 
and since the Saudis have the 
greatest oil reserves and the larges: 
income, they attempted to 
dominate OPEC. In the mid- 
seventies, Saudi Oil Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani declared that 
OPEC could not adopt any measure 
•which Saudi Arabia did not ap- 
prove. Apart from the short period 
January- July 1977, Saudi Arabia 
succeeded in maintaining a uniform 
price in OPEC and the price in- 
creases from January 1974 to March 
1979 were rather modest. 

Two main factors informed the 
Sapdi policy o£ keeping oil prices 
low: first, since Saudi Arabia was a con- 
servative state, it saw itself as being 
part of the Western system.and con- 
sidered itself dependent on the 
Western economy. The Saudis were 
aware that sudden, huge and ar- 
bitrary oil price increases would 
cause serious economic crises. This, 
the Saudis realized, would rebound 
on them, endangering the internal 
security of the regime. It would also 
have serious consequences for the 
entire Western system. 

Second, more than any other 
OPEC member. Saudi Arabia would 
be dependent on the oil revenue for 
its very existence for a very long 
time. Hence, the higher the oil price 
the greater the consumers 1 motiva- 
tion to develop alternative forms of 
eneigy; on the other hand, the 
lower the oil price, the longer h 
would take for oil alternatives to be 
developed. 

In addition to these two factors, 
there was a psychological factor. 
Since Saudi Arabia was the greatest 
oil producer and the wealthiest of 
all the OPEC members, the Saudis 
felt that all othe* members should 
recognize their supremacy and 
comply with their wishes. 

SINCE MARCH 1979, however, 
Saudi Arabia has been unable to 
slow down the very rapid price in- 
crease process and OPEC has failed 
to maintain a uniform price. Prac- 
tically before every OPEC con- 
ference from March 1979 to May 
1981, Saudi Arabia increased its oil 
price in the hope that fellow 
members would agree not to in- 
crease their prices, thereby restor- 
ing the uniform price. But the Saudi 
tacticians did not succeed: each 
time the Saudis increased their 
price, the other members pushed up 
theirs by the same amount. 

The only means left for Saudi 
Arabia in its struggle with the OPEC 
members was to increase produc- 
tion and thus prevent price rises. 

Immediately after the Iranian 
Revolution, Saudi Arabia increased 
its production rate from 8.5 million 
barrels a day to 9.5 million barrels. 
Again, when the I ran -Iraq war 
broke out, it raised production by 
some 900,000 barrels a day. 

However, since the demand for 
oil was very high because of panic in 
the West and the scramble for oil 
stockpiling against future emergen- 
cies, the addition of almost two mil- 
lion barrels a day failed to slow the 
price rise spiral. 

At the end of 1980 and at thebegin- 
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rang of 1981. however, a radical 
change took place in the inter- 
national oil market. Oil stockpiling, 
except in the UJ5-, peaked and very 
rapidly declined: the economic 
recession in the West caused a 
sharp drop in the demand feu: oil; 
the very high oil price* brought 
about effective oil-canservatioa 
measures throughout the West, 
which resulted in a drastic reduc- 
tion in oil consumption. 

In the U.S., the largest oil- 
consuming country, oil imports 
were cut by 20 per cent and oB con- 
sumption fell by 7 per cent. Saufi 
Arabia was now ready to exploit 
her production rate capacity. 

WHEN OPEC members convened 
In Geneva on May 25. for . their 
regular semi-annual conference, 
they all seemed to have agreed that 
the only way to overcome the' 
depressed market situation was to 
reduce production. 

Some members indicated that 
they were ready to cut production 
by 10 per cent. It was also reported 
that Saudi Arabia was wilting to in- 
crease its price above the S32-&- 
barrel level if the other member- 
states reduced their prices to bring 
about a uniform price — in return 
for which the.Saudb would be will- 
ing to cut production. .. 

After two day* of bickering, the 
conference foiled to arrive at- an 
agreement. The only result was a 
decision to freeze existing prices, 
which ranged from S36 to S40. The 
Saudis kept their price at S3Z 

Saudi Arabia has used ha position 
of refusing to increase prices and 
cut production to strengthen its 
postion with die US. The Saudis 
claimed credit for die price freeze, 
which no doubt was a relief to the 
consuming countries. 

But for the continued high level 
of production — which Yamani 
claimed was an altruistic sacrifice 
on his country's part — Saudi 
Arabia expected two concessions 
from the U.S. — that cal stockpiling 
be stopped and that the US. change 
its policy towards IsraeL 

The first request was complied 
with. Under the guise of cutting the 
budget, the Reagan Administration 
stopped oil stockpiling, which was 
to save the Federal government bil- 
lions of dollars every year. 

The general policy of the UJS. 
was— and is — to respond positive- 
ly to all the Saudi requests and de- 
mands. Almost all U.S. spokesmen 
praised Saudi Arabia for its sacrifice 
in supplying huge additional quan- 
tities of oil for the world market. 

Yamani declared publicly that his 
country' deliberately overproduced 
in order to create the gfut and pre- 
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vent price rises, and that this V?
